London, Sept. 14.—A dispatch to the 
I Standard 
from San Sebastian 
says 
(that the entire official world of Spain 
regrets the departure of the retiring 
United States minister, Hannis Taylor, 
who leaves no Ill-feeling behind litm 
despite the difficult and sometimes un­ 
palatable nature of his task. 
Th* 
queen regent has shown him marked 
attention. The dispatch continues: 
“During the farewell audience grant­ 
ed to Mr. Taylor today (Monday) ber 
majesty spoke kindly about the United 
States and Mr. Cleveland, even saying 
that 
she 
hoped 
some day to visit 
America. As Mr. Taylor was taking 
his leave she said, touchingly: 
‘Do, 
pray, be a friend to Spain when you re­ 
turn to America.* 
Bowing low, Mr. 
Taylor replied: ‘Madame, I will be so, 
as far as my conscience permits.’ ” 
The queer, conversed for a few min­

Four Drowned While Bathing. 
Waterloo, la., Sept. 14.—Rev. Scott 
H yatt and wife, Royal McQueen and 
Miss Mae Tibbets were drowned in the 
Cedar river, near Waverly, Sunday. 
The party went on an excursion, and 
as they had not 
returned 
at night 
search was made. Their lunch, ham­ 
mocks and wearing apparel were found 
on the river bank. Early in the morning 
the bodies of Mr. Hyatt, McQueen and 
Miss Tibbets were found In a deep pool, 
clasped together. About IO o’clock Mrs. 
H yatt’s body was found 300 yards be­ 
low, caught in a barb-wire fence. The 
theory is that Miss Tibbets and Mrs. 
Hyatt, who were sisters, got beyond 
their depth; that the men tried to save 
them and all were drowned.

FROM DAWSON CITY. 


CITY NEWS IN A PARAGRAPH. 


Morris Hawkins Tells His Bower City 
Friends That the Trip From the 
Coast is a Perilous One—How the 
Janesville Carpenter Has Fared in 
the Gold Land. 


The bare cold facts ol Dawson City 
life are given in a letter to Janesville 
friends by Morris Hawkins. 
Hawkins left Janesville one year 
ago last 
April going to Colorado 
Springs. 
He worked as a carpenter 
there for six months and then w ent 
to Portland, Oregon. 
In Portland, the mining fever got 
him. 
II got him in very practical fashion, 
however—a $15 a day eontraot w ith a 
party of miners. 
The party he w ent w ith had been 
out twice before. 
They left Portland 
the 28th of last February, there being 
fire of them in all. 
Each took fifteen 
hundred pounds of supplies. 
Hawkins is well known in this city 
h iv in g lived here for seven years. 
Most of this tim e he was in the employ 
of O F. Nowlan. 
Mrs. A. H. Barnes 
to whom he w rites is his sister. 
His 
wife is in Fort Atkinson with her 
parents. 
In his letter be says: 
In th e H eart o f th e G old C ountry 
Dawson City, N orthw est Territory, 
B ritish Columbia. 
Dear Friends—I 
w ill try and w rite a few lines to let 
yen know I am alive and well. 
I re­ 
ceived your kind letter July 7. 
You 
said th a t Jack West and Ruthie were 
talking of coming out 
here next 
spring. 
I wish he waB here now, but 
it is a big undertaking after ono 
leaves Dyea to get here. 
A great 
m any lose their outfits in the rapids 
and sometimes lose their lives. 
Four 
boats were lost when I came down. 
I 
built a large scow, seven feet wide 
and thirty-tw o feet long. 
Our load 
was over ninety hundred and there 
were five men of us. 
We run every­ 
thing but the White Horse Rapids. We 
were thirteen days on the lakes and 
river but made good tim e when we 
struck the river. 
Some days we made 
eighty miles a day and not a living 
thing to be seen. 
Occasionally we 
woald 
pass 
Slwash Indian tents. 
T here we would buy m eat and fish* 
They seem glad to see the whites. 
M ail 
C om es 
O nce 
a 
M onth. 
“ I received your letter, which was 
w ritten April 4, 1897. 
We only get 
mail once a m onth when it is on time. 
We are having quite warm weather at 
present, and I have been a t work most 
of the time And get $15 for ten hours1 
work. 
If I could stand it I could 
work tw enty-four hours every day, for 
we have no nights here. This is called 
the land of the m idnight sun. It is as 
lipht here as it is w ith you at sunset. 
They run the saw mills a t night w ith­ 
out lighting. I have not seen a lamp 
or candle lit while here. 
"Oomaion labor is worth $10 a day. 
I have taken up a clnin., from which 
I receive one-half. 
It reus from ten 
cents to $1.70 to the pan. I shall take 
a claim of my own as soon as I hear 
of a new strike.

AN EGYPTIAN ELIXIR 


By FRANK M, EASTMAN.

Thou couldst tell us, if that leathern tongue 
Could tell what those dim, sightless eyes 
have seen, 
How the world locked when it was fresh and 
young 
And the great deluge still had left it green. 
—Horace Smith. 
I had been exploring a large rock 
tomb in the vicinity of Karnak for a 
number of weeks in the summer of 18—. 
It was a comparatively old discovery, 
but owing to the remarkable character 
of the tomb I had thought it well worth 
my while to glean for such details as 
m ight have escaped the notice of earlier 
visitors. 
The opening to the sepulcher, acci­ 
dentally discovered, consisted of a 
straight passage, barely permitting of 
the entrance of a single individual at a 
time upon his hands and knees. Its sides 
were of red granite, beautifully pol­ 
ished, which glittered dazzlingly in the 
light of the explorer’s torch. This en­ 
trance ran straight back into the hill 
for a distance of some 200 feet, when it 
suddenly opened upon a large vaulted 
room of circular form, from which there 
branched numerous galleries of good 
proportions, leading to other chambers, 
in which had been found many ear 
cophagi, mummies and mummy cases, 
one of the sarcophagi being supposed to 
be that of Thothmes III, the most glori­ 
ous monarch of Egyptian history, who 
erected the obelisk now in Central park, 
though no mummy had been found 
w ithin it. 
The walls of the passages and cham­ 
bers were, like those of allot the grand­ 
er Egyptian tombs, decorated with nu­ 
merous spirited paintings, the bright 
colors of which still shone as fresh and 
lustrous as if they had been laid on but 
yesterday. It was in this mysterious 
abode of death that I had been long en­ 
gaged, copying inscriptions and paint­ 
ings, searching for new passages aud 
re-exam in mg the old ones, with an en­ 
thusiasm which only an ardent Egyp­ 
tologist can experience. 
I had at length nearly finished my 
investigations, and, in fact, the day of 
which I am about to speak was to have 
been my last in the tomb, there re­ 
maining but one picture to copy, and 
that upon the wall of a remote gallery. 
Accordingly, at about 
noon I found 
myself before the picture in question, 
palette in hand, surrounded by a group 
of fellahs in my employ, the flickering 
light of whose torches gave their som­ 
ber faces a sufficiently Dantesque ex­ 
pression. 
The picture I was copying was of a 
very common type, representing a train 
of long haired captives defiling before a 
king whom I supposed to be Thothmes, 
but as the hieroglyphics connected with 
the picture were very obscure 
this 
would take some time to determine. 
While painting away industriously, and 
sometimes reduced almost to despair in 
. my attempts to mix colors as bright as 
those before me, I noticed that the 
paint had blistered 
or peeled off a 
little just at the point of the king’s 
nose. 
As I had never noticed paint 
scaling from other pictures, I got up to 
examine the place. Taking hold of a 
projecting scale, I gave it a slight pull, 
when, to my surprise, perhaps a square 
foot cf the paint came away, revealing 
.the granite wall behind, and in that 
wall a seam or joint. 
With a cry of pleasure I tore, pried 
and dug the paint away for a distance 
of some feet aud disclosed the outline 
of a door or passageway which had been 


He bent oi'er the body. 
filled with one immense stone, which 
fitted its place so closely that the point 
of a penknife could hardly have been 
inserted between the stone aud the solid 
rock of the gallery. Beyond an entrance 
so carefully closed and concealed there 
must be new aud rare treasures, and it 
was w ith considerable excitement that 
I began to consider how to remove the 
obstacle in the passageway. Pressure, I 
found, had no effect upon it, and there 
remained no way but to blast it. I ac­ 
cordingly sent for drills and sledges, 
and soon had two gangs of fellahs at 
work sinking two holes on each side of 
the slab. 
By taking advantage of the almost 
imperceptible interstices between the 
stone and the wall the work was some­ 
what accelerated, and several hours’ 
labor resulted in two holes some eight 
inches deep. These I half filled with 
powder, properly tamped the charges, 
inserted fuses, lit them and retired with 
due promptitude. The deep silence of 
perhaps a minute was at length broken 
by a deafening crash, fellowed by in­ 
terminable echoes aud a strong blast of 
sulphurous air. 
Allowing time for the fumes of 
powder to dissipate, we returned and 
found the great slab hac^been hurled 
inward, where it lay, broken into sev­ 
eral pieces, upon tile) floor of a noble 
corridor of great width and height. 
Seizing a torch from one of the bear­ 
ers, I sprang forward into the newly 
opened passage without a thought of 
the possible presence of foul air or poi­ 


sonous gases. Luckily there was neither. 
A moment’s examination satisfied me 
that this was the real or main tomb, to 
which the other had merely served as 
an antechamber or perhaps had been 
placed there as a blind to deceive tho 
who might search for the prineipa; 
structure. 
Here the passages were un 
usually spacious and lofrv and wert 
decorated with paintings far enrolling, 
both in design and coloring, these I Ina. 
been copying. 
Nervously pressing on down tho 
sage, which was crossed at it.ii i v.;!* I > 
others as lofty as itself, I came finally 
to au immense vaulted chamber cf ct 
tagoual form, in the midst of \ • 
stood a huge sarcophagus u hi, I y : * 
ished syenite. At its head there 
.» 
tered a huge golden ibis, its long !.» 
I curved in graceful folds and the sh it 
der, curved bill pointing downward ic' 
ward the place where the heart cf Ma 
inclosed mummy would naturally have 
been. About the sides.of the apartment 
stood eight ether stone coffins, bu* 
smaller aud of red grunito instead ct 
syenite. 
As the sight of these objects burst 
upon me by the flickering torchlight I 
felt myself trembling with excessive 
emotion. Here was, it might be, the 
greatest Egyptological discovery since 
the finding of the Rosetta stone. No in­ 
truder before me had ever disturbed the 
silence of this most awful sepulcher. 
Nor Cambyses nor Alexander nor any 
of the long list of the conquerors of 
Egypt had penetrated the secret of this 
rock hewn abode of the dead. Since 
the deep and solemn chorus of the de­ 
parting priests of Osiris had died away 
in hollow echoes through the long cor­ 
ridors about them no sound had broken 
the silence of the ancient dead. 
What 
if they were to wake and ask me of the 
doings of the world since they had 
slumbered there? Not history’s self 
could answer them. 
These and similar thoughts flashed 
through my mind, mixed with a tri­ 
umphant feeling of exultation aud self 
gratulation. But it was already late. I 
had eaten nothing since morning and 
my fellahs were tired aud grumbling, 
so I was compelled to abandon my dis­ 
coveries until the morrow, though sore­ 
ly against my will. So jealous was I of 
my findings that, after seeing all cf my 
workmen out of the tomb, I had my tent 
pitched before the colter entrance, in 
order that none might gain access to 
the new treasures which were within 
the inner chambers. 
After a restless night I was up with 
the dawn, and, eating a hasty break­ 
fast, hastened to the scene of my dis­ 
covery, but before repairing thither I 
sent a messenger to Professor Batesi, 
who was then considered the greatest 
living Egyptologist, aud who was su­ 
perintending some excavations at a 
point about ten miles from my camp, 
announcing my discovery aud begging 
him to come to me at once. 
This was 
an unselfish act on my part, as I knew 
very well that the scientific world 
would be apt to give him entire credit 
for my discoveries if he wTere to arrive 
on the scene so soon and should desire 
to appropriate my laurels, but my de­ 
light was so great that I felt the neces­ 
sity of a companion to share it with me. 
The first task I set for myself was the 
removal of the grand central sarcopha­ 
gus. I had pretty wTell made up my mind 
that this was the real coffin of Thothmes 
III and that the one found in the outer 
tomb had been merely a blind. I sent 
to my camp for tackle aud a small der­ 
rick so constructed as to be capable of 
being taken apart in small pieces and 
readily put together. 
While awaiting 
its arrival I examined the great golden 
ibis closely. 
It was apparently of solid 
gold, ten feet high, aud the finest speci­ 
men of the goldsmith’s art I had ever 
seen. The modeling was perfect aud 
the minuteness of the w ork remarkable. 
The tiniest feathers, the smallest scales 
on the long, slender legs, were repro­ 
duced 
with 
scrupulous 
exactness. 
“ There has never been found anything 
to compare with it,” I said exultantly 
to myself. 
In a short time the men returned 
with the apparatus, the derrick was 
erected and clamps were placed across 
the polished surface of the massive lid. 
At my command the men at the wind­ 
lass began to turn, and the great slab 
rose slowly from its place and was 
lowered carefully to the floor. Leaping 
upon a coil of rope at hand, I looked 
down into the sarcophagus. As I did so 
the light from my torch brilliantly re­ 
flected from a hugq mummy case of ap­ 
parently solid and massy gold. 
As is 
usual with mummv cases, the head of 
the case w as modeled into the form of 
a face. These faces are supposed to be 
likenesses of the inclosed mummies as 
they looked in life. The face xvas that 
of a man still young, of pleasing and 
yet commanding presence. Two crystals 
inserted for eyes gave it a lifelike and 
almost terrifying appearance. The case 
was carved with many aud elaborate 
designs aud was studded with the bod­ 
ies of many scarabs, which were set 
deep in the gold 
These details I observed at a glance, 
but an object lying at the side of the 
case and partly upon it now .‘ Bracted 
my attention. This was a large vase or 
flask of the purest rock crystal, elabo­ 
rately carved with mystical devices, 
which wras filled w ith a limpid, color­ 
less fluid—perhaps four or five quarts— 
which seemed to be luminous. At least 
it reflected the torchlight with an in­ 
tensity that was almost blinding. It 
was a wholly novel discovery. 
Sar­ 
cophagi and mummies were common 
enough, but never had I seen or heard 
cf the finding of anything like this. 
Had I found it iii a Grecian or Roman 
tomb, I might have called it a lach- 


j ryiual vase, but so far as I knew no 
the ; such utensil was used by the Egyptians. 
Reaching down into the great stone 
box, I managed to grasp the flask and 
take it up. As I held it aloft the fel­ 
lahs set up a terrified shout as the 
light of their torches was reflected 
from it in streams of dazzling bril­ 
liancy. 
‘‘Body of Bacchus! So you are nei­ 
ther crazy nor hoaxing.”
